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SELECTMEN’S NARRATIVE 


This statement is presented in the hope that this is a more 
understandable and interesting review of this past year’s accomp- 
lishments and next year’s problems than can be made in the cold 
figures also printed in this Annual Report. 


From the “instructions” given us at the 1954 Annual Town 
Meeting we have tried to carry out the wishes of the voters to 
the best of our ability, take care of every-day affairs, and look 
ahead to improve Sutton. We have tried to keep expenses within 
the appropriations, and you will note that there are twenty 
balances in favor of the tax payer, amounting to $3,590.11, and 
only five appropriations that have been exceeded in the total 
sum of $475.42. We welcome a chance to talk over our Town’s 
affairs, and are glad to have any errors called to our attention 
so that our work may be more effective. 


While we believe that this Annual Report shows a satisfactory 
conduct of the Town’s business for the year; we are fully aware 
that the job is not a perfect one and we would constantly strive 
to do better. There is an ever-increasing burden of paper and 
book-work, all apparently necessary, but which, we feel, limits 
our time for more constructive actitivities. 


Accomplishments: 

Repairs to the masonry at the Town Hall were completed 
to the extent of the appropriation and previous balance. The 
railings and stone caps between the arches were pointed and reset, 
a new concrete floor was installed on the front porch, the big 
chimney, which was on the point of crumbling, was “‘topped”’ 
out, and the foundation was pointed. The window sash were 
puttied and painted. 


A new gate has been installed at the Library Dam. Over 
one hundred tons of silt removed and considerable cement work 
done. It is now hoped that this pond will continue to remain 


~ 


full of water to supply the fire hydrant. 


No money was spent from the appropriation to blast ledges 
in the brook at South Sutton, because it appeared that a beavers’ 
dam was the cause of high water on the east side of Route 114 
and Old Main Street. The beavers and dam were removed by 
the Fish and Game Department, and a more thorough job is 
expected in the spring. 


Specifications were drawn up, and sealed bids solicited 
from several truck agencies for the purchase of a new four-wheel- 
drive Ford truck for the Highway Department. A Warner firm 
was the successful bidder, a loan arranged with a Newport Bank, 
and the truck was purchased. It is now in use and it is reported 
to be efficient and satisfactory in every way. 


The T. R. A. project on the Wilmot road was completed 
so that there is a good black surface road from the Wilmot town 
line, via Shingle Mill corner, to North Sutton village. The balance 
of the T. R. A. funds was spent on the preliminary ditching, 
drainage, and grading of a stretch of road from King bridge to 
the residence of Mr. George Arland. It was felt desirable to anti- 
_ cipate a black-topped road in front of the new school building. 


A small piece of road near Camp Penacook was widened 
and straightened by the expenditure of part of the “Duncan 
money’. Also by means of the same fund, steel stringers were 
set in place in the bridge over Steven’s brook at East Sutton. 


Looking Ahead: 

1. We earnestly hope that the voters will give very serious 
thought to plans for the development of fire protection in all of 
Sutton. Several alternative suggestions are to be presented at 
this Town Meeting. | 


2. There are still more repairs that should be made to the 
Town Hall, and another appropriation of five hundred dollars 
will be suggested to the Budget Committee for their consideration. 


3. We solicit instruction from the voters in Town Meeting 
on the location of expenditure of the T. R. A. funds, after com- 


pletion of the piece of road in front of the school house. Two possible 
locations should be considered: the Roby road, used by so many 
to go to work, an easy access into town, and where there are few 
homes, and little tax-assessable property; or the Nelson Hill 
road, a through road to another town and a State Park, and where 
there are several homes and tax-assessable property. 


4. In an Article in the Warrant we are asking the voters to 
consider with us the amounts of insurance carried by the Town. 


5. Plans have been made to expend the money previously 
appropriated for the beautification of Millwoods Cemetery. 
This work will be done this coming spring. 


6. The Entering and Leaving town signs are in bad repair 
and anything but attractive. The Selectmen recommend that 
money be appropriated for their repair. 


The ever present problem of high tax bills will be with us 
this year as it has always been in the past. Let us: remember 
that the expenditures for which we vote at Town and School 
Meetings we have to pay for with our taxes. Reduced budgets 
are being presented, and unless new requests for equipment, and 
new expenditures are made, we can have some hope of at least 
holding our tax rate at its present level, or even lowering it. 


We extend our sincere thanks to all town officers, and to 
all who have assisted us with their cooperation. 


Let’s ‘keep Sutton attractive - Boost Sutton!

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At the time this report is being written we will have been 
in the new school building one year. I still am thrilled each time 
I go into the building and think of the buildings we used to have 
and the wonderful place we now have for our childern. There 
have been many visitors from other towns who have been very 
much impressed with the new school. 


The thing that has pleased me most, however, has been the 
visitors reaction to the way our Sutton children use and appre- 
ciate the new building. The behavior of the children has been 
of outstandingly high quality. People from other towns have 
remarked at how well behaved and responsible our Sutton children: 
are. It is the finest tribute our youngsters could pay the people 
who spent so much time planning and working for the new building. 


The school population has decreased slightly this fall with 
several families moving out of town. Last year the national birth- 
rate was the highest in history and this year the birthrate was 
even higher. This means more children streaming into the schools 
and more teachers needed. Sutton will be affected only by the 
scarcity of teachers. [ hope that we will be able to hold our teachers. 
We have made good strides in improving our program and we 
hope to continue this. 


The School Lunch Program has been going exceptionally 
well. We have, without question, one of the best programs in 
the state. Mrs. Barker enjoys doing the work and spends a great 
deal of extra time baking and canning so that we are getting a 
great deal for the amount of money spent. The children certainly 
enjoy the meals and they have been very beneficial for them 
and vital to some of them. 


I have enjoyed my work, very much, this year and I am very 
pleased with the progress that has been made. ‘The cooperation 
of the school board, parents, and teachers has been greatly 
appreciated.

Report cf Central School Building Committee 


As it was anticipated in last year’s report, the Committee 
concerned itself in 1954 with grading the school yard and with 
the provision of necessary interior equipment such as bookcases 
in the class rooms and shelving for the kitchen storeroom. 


The grading in front of the building was done by trucking 
in fill, using the town trucks, and was paid for with funds available 
in original appropriations. The interior equipment additions 
were made possible by contributions from organizations and 
individuals and the Committee is most grateful to all of those 
who have helped with both money and effort. 


In the year 1955 it is expected that the front lawn will be 
developed, the driveways improved, and the play area extended. 
Money received from the sale of the old school buildings has 
been set aside for this work. Through the generosity of Mr. W. B. 
Connor we now have topsoil available for the front lawn and 
this will be trucked in when weather permits. 


The Committee has now served the purposes for which it 
was formed and the Chairman will suggest at the Annual School 
Meeting that it be disbanded and that future projects be handled 
by the School Board, the Members of which have always been 
on the Building Committee. The Chairman is willing and anxious 
to assist the School Board to complete this project if they desire 
him to do so.
